YR’s. Futchko, Laever, Hull, 
Morgan and Julian are all vete- 
rans. 

According to Morgan, YR 
leaders saw a necessity to coun- 
ter the publicity received by 
the peace group at last week’s 
moratorium day. “The effect 
was blown up far out of pro- 
portion,” Morgan said. “For ex- 
ample, EL DON plastered the 
whole front page with pictures 
of the demonstration, citing 
‘several hundred people’ attend- 
ing.

Questions concerning past ac- 
tions at the semesterly Area 
Three Junior College Confer- 
ence and the merits of these 
conferences were raised by at- 
tending Santa Ana _ College 
delegate John Shideler this 
week. 

Just returning from a recent 
conference held last Friday and 
Saturday at Cypress Junior 
College, Shideler questioned 
whether these conferences were 
rally worthwhile and was con- 
cerned about an_ unofficial 
apology given to a disruptive 
member of Mt. San Antonio 
College that was misconstrued 
by the conference as an apol- 
ogy of the entire Santa Ana 
delegation. 

Concerning the overall merits 
of the conference, Shideler re- 
marked that there has been a 
lack of efficiency at recent con- 
ferences with too much time be- 
ing wasted on items other than 
pertinent business. 

“It has to be run on a tight- 
er format if it is to operate ef- 
ficiently,” explained Shideler. 
He also pointed out that the 
funds to send representatives to 
these conferences comes from 
the student body budget. ‘The

students are paying for a full- 
days job and I think we should 
do a full-days job,’’ concluded 
Shideler. 

Shideler continued that the 
main purpose of the conferenc- 
es is to give the schools ‘a 
chance for an exchange of 
ideas,” but that at the recent 
conferences the Santa Anans 
have ‘‘either sat back and been 
quiet or simply left.” 

Expressing a desire’ that 
future delegations will ‘“‘take 
an active part” and “take a 
stand on what they believe’’, 
Shideler concluded that ‘‘the 
conference may be worthwhile 
for some of the schools but, in 
my opinion, it isn’t worthwhile 
for Santa Ana College.” 

He added that he plans to 
bring this matter up before the 
student senate. 

Moving on to the Mt. SAC 
apology issue, Shideler expres- 
sed extreme dissatisfaction 
about the manner in which it 
was handled. 

The incident that led to the 
apology occured in one of the 
conference workshops attended 
by members of the ten partici- 
pating schools in the Area 
Three Conference. 


According to informed sourc- 
es, during the workshop which 
was attended for Santa Ana by 
Jeff Genet and Doug Cumm- 
ings, a negro girl delegate for 
Mt. SAC reportedly attempted 
to monopolize the workshop dis- 
cussion with racial charges lev- 
eled against other schools and 
the area in general. 

The workshop delegates pro- 
ceeded to ask the chairman to 
produce order in the meeting, 
and when the chairman, another 
Mt. SAC delegate, refused to, 
the members voted in a new 
chairman. 

Later at the closing general 
assembly of the conference, the 
Mt. SAC delegation demanded 
an apology for the actions tak- 
en by the workshop members. 

Santa Ana delegate Larry 
Ribal was then yielded the floor 
by SAC delegation chairman 
Hank White to present what 
Ribal called ‘“‘a personal apol- 
ogy” to “merely get the apol- 
ogy out of the way and let us 
move on to other business.” 

Ribal conceded he made the 
apology without consulting the 
two Santa Ana members of the 
concerned workshop, Cummings 
and Genet, who walked out in 


criticism about the administra- 
tion and a lot of questions re- 
garding it’s policies,” Morgan 
said. ‘‘Now the students have a 
chance to confront the admin- 
istration personally with any 
query and to get them cleared 
up.” 

According to the YR presi- 
dent, the meeting will be open 
to the public and the YR’s are 
urging all interested Re- 
publican groups in Orange 
County — including other col- 
leges — to send representatives.

protest during Ribal’s message. 

After Ribal’s apology, the 
general chairman 
took the speech to be a general 
apology from the entire Santa 
Ana delagation and so moved be- 
tore the assembly. 

With the vote taken, all schools 
had aproved the measure except 
for Santa Ana, who abstained. 

Shideler remarked that he 
felt the actions of the delegates 
did not need to be apologized 
for and that the Santa Ana 
delegation supported the two 
workshop representatives. 

Shideler went on to point out 
that Ribal wasn’t at the work- 
shop and hadn’t conferred with 
Cummings or Genet, which Ri- 
bal admits, and was misrepre- 
senting the Santa Ana delega- 
tion by making his ‘‘personal”’ 
apology since it was interpret- 
ed as being for the entire Don 
delegation. 

Shideler also points out that 
despite a statement from Ribal 
that he will attempt to clear the 
minutes of this meeting at the 
next conference, ‘‘Ribal never 
made any attempt to. correct 
the mistake there. The damage 
is’ done.”

AMSICC Conflict Simmers 
Over Club Representation 


The attempted impeachment 
of the Associated Men Students 
President may be the end result 
of a conflict between that officer 
and the president of the Inter- 
Club Council, the El Don learned 
this week. 


The conflict is over the seating 
of representatives from all 
men’s clubs and, although the 
issue is still in the simmering 
stage, it gives every indication 
of boiling over into a major dis- 
pute. 

Pressing for the seating of re- 
presentatives from all Santa 
Ana College clubs that have a 
majority membership of males is 
ICC president Bob Boyd. Steve 
Runquist, AMS president, oppos- 
ses the move. 

30yd insists that if the AMS 
is to fairly represent the men 
students of the college the AMS 
should have a voting represent- 
itive from each campus club to 
get a variety of opinion on sub- 
jects. 

“Tf it is going to represent the 
men students it should be what 
a majority of the men want,” re- 
marked Boyd in stressing his 
point for club representation. 

The ICC president continued 
that “all clubs in which the men 
make up the majority of the 
membership should be represen- 
ted.” 

Boyd remarked that he hopes 
the issue can be settled without 


trouble but emphazied that he © 


would call for Runquist’s im- 
peachment if needed to insure 
represenation of all clubs. 
Runquist, however, claims the 
AMS will have fair representa- 
tion of the men as the AMS. con- 
sitution allows for an appointed 


member from the freshman and 

sophomore class and a represent- 

ative from all service clubs, in- 
adition to the AMS officers. 


Concerning the pronosal fror> 
Boyd to include all clubs, in- 
cluding special interest clubs, 
Runquist explained that “these 
clubs are political in nature and 
as an official organization of the 
students we are trying to stay 
away from politics. We’re not 
supposed to cater to special in- 
terest groups.” 

Backing up his statement, 
Runquist cites the AMS consti- 

tution, Article 3, Section 1, that 
reads, “The officers of the AMS 
shall be president, vice president, 
secretary, treasure, freshman 
representative, sophomore rep- 
resentative, the president or of- 
ficial representative from each 
of the men’s service clubs.”

‘The Prince’ 
The Machiavellian 


THE PRINCE: By Niccolo 
Machiavelli, (1469-1532). A 
Florentine nobleman, he was 
considered a self appointed pol- 
itical expediter, always annoy- 
ing his peers, the Di Medici 
fraternity ... this was the age 
of The Despots. 


He was dubbed, “Old Nick”, 
and his name was synonymous 
with the works of the devil. 
Thus was born — “Nick-name”’. 
As a young boy, I was often re- 
minded, that if I disobeyed... 
Papa would raise “the old 
Nick” with me. 

For his political indisretions, 
he was delivered into exile, far 
from his beloved Florence—by 
his nemesis, a Di Medici tyrant. 

This very brief but delightful 
literary gem was conjured up 
from his exile abode, and was 
directed, as a letter — to his 
tormentor, Lorenzo The Mag- 
nificent (a Di Medici). 

As one turns the pages, it is 
quickly recognized as a man- 
ual for ambitigys politicians 
struggling: for more power. He 
calls his shots as he sees them. 

For me, however, it is a very 
pleasant excursion in easy, 
comfortable narration. By the 
use of common words, he re- 
veals himself as a novel and 
simplistic writer. 

Never does he use jargon to 
conceal his thoughts. His con- 
clusions . . . as downright as 
a box in the ear. Often brutal, 
but never vulgar. Bitterness 
shows at times. He is devilishly 


pragmatic — but never am- 
biguous. 
Mussolini adopted it as a 


theme paper for his doctorate. 
It was bedside reading for Hit- 
ler. Winston Churchill read it 
and re-read it. 

Nickie did not taste the 
fruits of his labor for it was 
not published until five years 
after his death. The manuscript 
was leaked, and plagiarized 


throughout the continent. With- 
in 20 years, 25 editions were 
printed. It was first published 
in the USA in 1903. My paper- 
back was first printed in 1935, 
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dress at 4 p.m. Friday.
